He represent­ 
ed this congressional district from 
1809 to 1817. On her maternal side 
ihe was a granddaughter of the Rev. 
Dr William Paxton, pastor of Low­ 
er Marsh Creek Presbyterian church 
from 1792, covering a period of 49 
years 
As a wife, mother and citizen Mrs. 
McPherson was an exemplar. 
Her 
quiet Christian life was known and 
esteemed in the community rn which 
she lived. She was a devoted mem­ 
ber and strong supporter of the 
Presbyterian church.

The high character of Harry L* 
Haines, of Red Lion, as a man, 
and the splendid record he is 
making in serving his constituents 
in congress, assures him, beyond 
doubt, renomination at the hands 
of the

primary election April 12. That 
is, if he will accept renomination. 
Democratic party leaders In York 
and Adams counties, comprising 
the old congressional district, who 
aided in bringing about his nom­ 
ination and election before, are 
unanimous in their demand that 
he again be the party standard 
bearer. It is certain, too, they 
feel, that by the time the busi­ 
ness of grooming candidates gets 
down to serious things, Franklin 
county democrats, who join York 
and Adams county democrats In 
the newly-formed twenty-second 
congressional district, will like­

that 
Haines be their candidate.

Mr. Haines is a successful cigar 
manufacturer, operating his own 
plants at 
Red 
Lion and Spry, 
York county. His more intimate 
friends have gleaned from con­ 
versation with him that the life 
of a 
congressman—that is, 
the 
social side—does not particularly 
appeal to him or his family. All 
of them prefer the close family 
felowship that goes with residence 
in a small town, rather than the 
glamour of 
social activities and 
duties of a city like Washington. 
He has not moved his family to 
Washington, but he is required to 
spend much of 
his time there. 
As a consequence, he is separated 
from his family and private busi­ 
ness a great deal of his time, and 
for one who loves his home and 
family associations, as Congress­ 
man Haines does, that is distaste­ 
ful. 
• * • 
At 
any 
rate, 
Congressman 
Haines has not yet given an an­ 
swer to the urgent requests from 
democratic party leaders that he 
again be a candidate, and his de­ 
cision hangs in the balance.

On the republican side of the 
congressional 
fence, 
it 
is 
al­ 
most certain former 
Congress­ 
man 
Menges 
will 
again 
be 
a candidate 
for the republican 
nomination. While he is a resi­ 
dent of York county, Mrs. Menges 
is an Adams county native, being 
a member of the Mcllhenny fam­ 
ily, and the former congressman 
has many relatives and close 
friends in Adams county who will 
be found actively at work in his 
behalf in the campaign. 
• • • 
But Mr. Haines will not have a 
clear field on the republican side. 
as will Mr. Haines on the demo­ 
cratic side. A boom for Leighton 
C. Taylor, of 
Bendersville 
and 
Washington, 
formerly 
private 
secretary to the late Boies Penrose 
and later to United States Sen­ 
ator Joseph Grundy, of Bristol, 
has been gaming momentum for 
months and has assumed major 
proportions. Mr. Taylors strong­ 
est assets, according to his sup­ 
porters whose vote-getting ability 
is not to be underestimated, lie 
rn his familiarity with legislative 
routine in Washington, his per­ 
sonal acquaintanceship with ex­ 
ecutive heads in the federal gov- 
ernment and his intimate knowl­ 
edge of the political and strategic 
mancuverings of former Senator 
Penrose, and later, Senator Grun­ 
dy, both of whom were unusually 
successful in obtaining what they 
sought iii the matter of federal 
favors and patronage.

There will be still other candi­ 
dates in the republican primary 
for tile congressional nomination, 
it would seem. While it is gener­ 
ally understood that Samuel S 
Lewis, of 
York, state 
highway 
commissioner, is a Leighton Tay­ 
lor 
supporter 
because 
Senator 
Grundy would like to see Taylor 
In congress, and Lewis is Senator 
Grundy's 
chief political ally, 
a 
York political news writer, who 
evidently looks with disfavor on 
the Taylor boom, is endeavoring 
to switch Lewis against Taylor, 
in the public eye. according to the 
following news dispatch which re­ 
cently appeared in the political 
news 
page of the .Philadelphia 
Sunday Ledger: 
"York—Leighton C. Taylor, who 
recently removed to Bendersville, 
in Adams 
county, and 
thereby 
qualified to become a candidate 
for the republican congress nom­ 
ination in the new twenty-second 
district, will not have easy sail­ 
ing 
next 
spring 
(Mr. Taylor 
has maintained his residence in 
Bendersville 
the taal 
17 year*, 
though hts work has kept him in 
Washington most of that time). 
"There is ample evidence of in­ 
creasing difficulties in the path of 
those seeking to send Taylor to 
Washington from the York-Ad- 
ams-Franklin district, despite the 
fact that the former secretary to 
Joseph 
R. 
Grundy 
has 
been 
counted on to receive the support 
of Samuel S. Lewis, highway sec­ 
retary and leader of York county. 
"Some of the chief lieutenants 


in the Lewis ranks are lukewarm 
on accepting Taylor. In 
addi­ 
tion, the formidable state organ­ 
ization group in Franklin county 
is prepared to enter a man against 
him; while it is taken for granted 
here that 
Franklin Menges. 
a 
former congressman, will enter 
the lists as the candidate of the 
state organization combine in this 
county. 
"Lewis himself is said to be in a 
ticklish position. If former Sen­ 
ator Grundy insists upon indorse­ 
ment for Taylor, Lewis will be 
duty bound to give him that sup­ 
port; but the York leader is said 
personally to favor Eh* Evan M. 
Free, of Stewartstown, who re­ 
tires January I as treasurer of 
York county. 
"Strong sentiment has been de­ 
veloping also in behalf of John 
Lafean, present county commis­ 
sioner. as a candidate who could 
command the support of both the 
Lewis and the anti-Lewis groups, 
but Lafean, it is said, would not 
enter the race if the candidacy 
would block the ambitions of 
Menges, his political ally.”

Aa between Taylor and Men­ 
ges, 
Adams 
county 
republican 
leaders, if native pride takes con­ 
sideration over all other elements, 
will support 
T a y l o r . 
Adams 
county has not provided a con­ 
gressman since the late C. Wil­ 
liam Beales was elected in the 
fall of 1914; York county has pro­ 
vided all of them. Whether a 
compromise can be effected among 
leaders whereby York county will 
yield to the claim of Adams county 
this year, and 
Franklin county, 
the newly acquired member of the 
twenty-second congressional dis­ 
trict family, will acquiesce, so that 
Taylor can receive the nomina­ 
tion unopposed, remains to be 
seen. The developments promise 
to be interesting for those who 
follow closely the trend of things 
political.
